Use a thick slice of a large to- 
mato for each salad. Spread with 
mayonnaise.

Onion Souffle. 


Cook onions in boiling salted wa- 
ter until soft, drain and force 
through a sieve; there should be 
one and one-fourth cups _ onion 
pulp. Melt four tablespoons but- 
ter, add four tablespoons flour and 
pour on gradually one-third cup 
water in which onions have been 
cooked and one-third cup eream; 
then add onion pulp and bring to 
the boil-point. Season with salt and 
pepper.
